The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2 
or 3 cited in the ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily covered the terminal connection conductors of 
the terminal connector of an electric apparatus described in document 1, with an insulating material as described 
in document 2 or 3. 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 cited 
n the ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily (1) covered the terminal connection conductors of the 
terminal connector of an electric apparatus described in document 1, with an insulating material as described in 
document 2 or 3, and (2) disposed the terminal connection conductors in parallel to each other in the plate 
thickness direction as described in document 3. 

The subject matter of claim 3 is neither described in any of the documents cited in the ISR nor obvious to 
a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2 
cited in the ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily insulated and covered the terminal connection 
conductors of the terminal connector of an electric apparatus described in document 1, with a heat shrinkable 
tube as described in document 2. 
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
